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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argument regarding the obviousness 
of SEQ ID NO: 3 encoding the lysine decarboxylase from methylophilus is directed to a product thus while addressing claims 1-4 and 6 
does not address claims 8, 9, 12 and 13. Claims 1-4, 6 and 11 are allowable. In addition applicants attack the references individually. 
Both Kikuchi et al and Gunji et al (WO 00/61723) have to be considered together in the 103 rejection. In addition Kikucki et al describe 
the steps in the method of producing lysine by disrupting the lysine decarboxylase gene in E. coli and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have reasonable expectation of success in performing a disruption of the equivalent gene from Methylomonase as Gunji et al have 
already shown that this organism (methylophilus) can produce lysine. Thus applicants claims do not encompass additional limitations to 
patentably distinguish the invention from Kikuchi et al in view of Gunji et al. 
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
